Closing Day of the Grand |? 
Army Encampment. 


Weissert of Wisconsin Elected Com- 
mander-in-Chief. 


R. H: Warfield of California Senior 
Vice-Commander-in-Chief. 


Many Reunions of Veterans—The Woman's 
Relief Corps—Grand Reception in 
the Evening—Vice-President 
Morton's Address. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuinoton, Sept. 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press,] The first business at 
today’s session of the Grand Army En- 
campment was the report of the com- 
mittee to ‘determine ;the question of 
seniority of the departments, affecting 
Illinois and Wisconsin, neither of which 
are inopossession of a charter. Wis- 
consin claims that the seniority should 
be determined by the date of the first 
department encampment. Illinois says 
the statement of R. F. Stevenson, 
founder of the order, should decide. 
The matter was finally referred to a 
committee, to report next year. 

The report of the Committee on 
Adjutant General’s report recommended 
the adoption of a section per capita tax 
for grand encampment purposes, to be 
limited to 2'4 cents. The Committee 
on Rules reported a number of topics 
and the recommendations were adopted. 

The question of abolishing life mem- 
bership in the National Encampment 
cameup. The Department of Vhio rec- 
ommended that past national and State 
commanders be given seats as hon- 
orary members without vote. The Ohio 
proposition was defeated by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Junior Vice-Commander Clarkson of 
Omaha, on behalf of the entire member- 
ship of the G.A.R., presented Past 
Commander Weazey with a handsome 
oil portrait of himself. 

Past Commander Rea of Minnesota, 
from the Committee on Commander's 
Address, reported that the committee 
heartily commended the patriotic senti- 
ments and spirit of devotion eloquently 
expressed in the address. While it re- 
gretted certain complications (alludin 
to the race question in Louisiana an 
Mississippi), the cgmmittee was unable 
to see how the Commander-in.Chief, 
having regard to honor of the G.AR, 
could have taken any other action, and 
his heroic measures were approved. 

The committee also approved the 
recommendatiod that a receptacle be 
provided in the Grant tomb in New 
Yook for a roster. 

Delegate Milner of Kansas, from the 
Committee on Teaching Patriotism in 
Public Schools, reported a recommenda- 
tion, which was adopted, that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief issue a circular re- 
questing the teachers of all schools to 
set aside one day in each year for in- 
culcating lessons of patriotism. 

The Committee on the Grant Memo- 
rial reported that a contract had been 
made for a marble statue of Gen. Grant 


to be erected in Washiggton at a cost- 


of $9000. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


Then came the election of officers. 


Col. Lincoln of the Department of the 
Potomac made a’speech recognizing the 
sentiment in favor of Weissert and 
withdrawing his own name. Gen. 
Weissert was then formally placed in 
nomination for Commander-in-Chief, as 
was also Gen. Hurst of Ohio. Before 
roll call had proceeded far Hurst’s 
name was withdrawn and Weissert was 
elected by acclamation. 

The election of Senior Vice-Com- 
mander started up again the factional 
fight in the Department of the Poto- 
mac, and aftera warm controversy the 
matter was settled by the selection of 
R. H. Warfield of San Francisco, thus 
breaking down the precedent by which 
that office has been given tothe depart- 
ment entertaining the National Encamp- 
ment. 

for Junior Vice-Commander Peter B. 
Ayars of Wilmington, Del.; Comrade 
Kennedy of California and others were 
placed in nomination, Ayars being se- 
lected. 
© For Surgeon-General, W. C. Weyl of 
Danbury, Ct., and W. Johnson of 
Minden, Neb., were candidates ‘and 
Wey! was elected. 

D. R. Lowell of Kansas was selected 
Chaplaip-in-Chief, and the encampment 
took a recess. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the afternoon session, by permis- 

sion of the encampment, Comrade 


Woods, First Adjutant-General of Illi- 


nois, made a statement giving the his- 
tory of the order in that State. 

The committee appointed to have 
charge of the erection.of the National 
Memorial Hall at Decatur, Ill., reported 
that receipts today amounted to $4882: 

Comrade Cramer of Maryland, in be- 
half of members of the organization, 
presented to ex-Commander Alger an 
immense silver loving cup very hand- 
somely engraved. 

Among the matters favorably re- 
ported by t-e Committee on Resolutions 
and adopted were a request to Congress 
to pass a law giving the same right of 
precedence in appointments to all hon- 
orably discharged soldiers as is now 
given by law tosoldiers discharged for 
disabilities; commending the order of 
Commander-in-Chief Palmer forbidding 
any G.A. R. post to march under a Con- 
federate flag; declaring it expedient for 
the National..Encampment to express 
an opinion onthe subject of opening 
the World's Fair on Sunday; advising 
the council of Administration to call 
the next encampment not laterthanthe 
first week in September, 1893: asking 
Congress to provide for the erection of 
a monument » the private soldiers of 
the army.

A MADMAN’S FRENZY, 
He Batchers His veal aud Bathes in Its 


NORRISTOWN (Pan) Sept. 22.—[By 
the Associated Press.] In a frenzy of 
delirium, caused by typhoid fever, 
William Lock today cut the throat of 
his sixteen-months daughter, saying as 
he did so that she would be an angel. 
He afterward bathed his face in the 
blood of the child. 

On Tuesday last, while delirious, 
Lock, going to the room of his aged 
mother, began to beat her over the 
head and shoulders with aclub. Neigh- 
bors, attracted by her screams, rushed 
in and overpowered the lunatic. The 
old lady was badly cut and bruised and 
her arm was broken in two places. 
Physicians fear she will not live long. 
A male nurse was then procured to 
watch Lock, but the murderous instinct 
seemed to have left him. Last night, 
however, during the absence of the 
nurse, he entergd the room occupied by 
his wife and two small children. and 


seizing the babe and taking a razor |’ 


from the mantel, he walked out on the 
porch roof. Holding the child up in the 
air, he cried: “II cut your throat 
you'll be an angel. Jesus commanded 
me to wash my face in your bidod.”’ 

The shriek of the onized mother 
aroused the household and neighbors, 
but they could not get to the porch in 
time to save the child. Lock cut its 
throat from ear to ear. Then laying 
the bleeding form on the porch he 
plunged his hands into the warm blood 
and washed his face in the crimson 
fluid. Lock was taken to jail, where he 
will be held to await the action of the 
authorities.

THE ODD FELLOWS. 
“Army Headquarters” Must Go—Milwau- 
kee Gets the Next Meeting. 
Portianp (Or.,) Sept. 22.—The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows de- 
cided this afternoon on Milwaukee, 


 Wis., as the place for holding the next 


annual session, The vote stood: Mil- 
waukee, 101; Chattanooga, Tenn., 56; 
and a few scattering votes for Chicago. 

When the present term of office of 
Lieut.-Gen. Underfood expires next 
year the army headquarters of LO.OF. 
with all military offices above those of 
department or State commanders will 
be abolished and each Patriarch Mili- 
tant branch of the order will be placed 
under control of the State encampment 
within whose jurisdiction it is located. 
This action was taken by the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge this afternoon, and was 
accomplished by adopting the report 
submitted by a special committee ap- 
pointed a year ago to investigate the 
“army headqua@rters’’ feature of the 
order, and siggest as to whether it is 
any longer necessary. The commit- 
tee found that tne system has 
accomplished its mission and has 


_became too expensive a luxury to be 


borne by the chevaliers. It represents 
taxation without representation and 
arbitrary power bestowed by law upon 
those high in authority and a conrt- 
martial method of redress not in har- 
mony with principles of Odd Fellow- 
ship, all of which has become unneces- 
sary with the removal of the cause that 
called them into being,and have pro- 
duced disquiet, apathy and indifference, 
and insome quarters have awakened 
strong opposition to the system of gov- 
ernment no longer necessary. A de- 
termined demand was made for a return 
to the former conditions and relation- 
ships and a less expensive method for 
other branches of the order, thus bring- 
ing the civiland military subordinate 
bodies in closer touch and sympathy 
with each other and lightening the bur- 
dens that the present svstem necessar- 
ily entails. 

«By army headquarters is meant the 
Lieutenant-General, his office appoint- 
ees and special committees of the sov- 
ereign grand lodge appointed to aid him 
in nis work. Its abolition will deprive 
the military branch of the order of much 
of its fuss and feathers, but will brigg 
it closer to the non-uniformed organiza- 
tion.

Commissioner Peck Fails to Appear 
in Court, 


Another Account of the Cremation of the 
Documents—‘‘It is All Right Now, 
William,” Said the Com- 
missioner.

AtBany -(N. Y.), Sept. 22.—[By the 
As@pciated Labor Commis- 
sioner Peck did not appear in court to- 
day as expected, and an adjournment 
was taken until tomorrow. District 
Attorney Eaton has a bench warrant 
out for Peck’s arrest.. 

New York, Sept. 22.—The Herald's 
Albany correspondent says in regard to 
Labor Commissioner Peck’s case: 
‘The reliance of the prosecution is on 
burned fragments of paper taken from 
the furnace. Some fragments are of 
the exact color, texture and print of 
forms sent out by Peck’s bureau to col- 
lect information for his tariff report. 
On some can be distinctly read the 
names of New York and Brooklyn firms 
engaged in woolen and clothing busi- 
ness. 

‘The nature of the evidence on which 

the indictment was found isthe same as 
told in the dispatches on the night Peck 
was arrested. Janitor Denison told 
again how, at the request of Stenogra- 
pher Rogers, he agreed to make a fire in 
the furnace and burn a lot of papers 
they had stored in Peck’s bathroon? 
The packages were wrapped in manilla 
paper and marked with numbers in blue 
pencil. The janitor had no chance to 
scrutinize the papers, as Rogers stood 
over him. Peck watched closely while 
the papers were being removed from the 
bathroom. The janitor says that Rog- 
ers said: 
about this. Do you think it will be 
known?’ The janitor replied that he 
guessed not. 
OThe janitor further said that while 
the papers were in the bathroom Peck 
saidto him: ‘William, if any one calls, 
tell them I’m out.’ After allthe papers 
were in the furnace, and as Rogers was 
going up stairs he said: ‘If any one 
comes now it’s all right, William, Mr. 
Peck will see them.’ 

‘‘Testimony of a corroborative nature 
as to the color and contents of the re- 
turns used in making up Peck’'s reports 
was given by clerks of the Labor Bn- 
reau. Their description of the blanks 
tallies exactly with that given by the 
janitor of those he destroyed. The ex- 
pressman’s descriptions of the pack- 
ages he carried to Pecx’s room also 
correspond.,”’

New York, Sept. 22.--[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Up to date there have 
been six deaths from cholera in this 
city. The Health Officer today reports 
that the death of John Carr was due'to 
cholera. The State of Nevada, on 
which Fireman Knox died of cholera, 
left her dock this morning and went 
back to quarantine, 

The Board of Health has issued a 
bulletin stating that no cholera is fe- 
ported since the last bulletin. Eman- 
uel C. Peschia, a letter carrier, was 
found sick on the street today with 
cholera symptons and taken to the hos- 
pital. Henry Frick was hurried to the 
reception hospital tonight, the health 
officers believing him sick with chol- 
era.. He had been living’in rooms over 
an emigrant employment agency, 
which has recently been visited by ar- 
rivals from Hamburg. The house was 
quarantined. 

The passengers on the Moravia have at 
last been allowed to land. They 
arrived in port August 30 and since 
that time have been compelled to re- 
main on board the steamer in the lower 
bay. The Wisconsin’s cabin passengers 
will be landed this afternoon. The 
City of Washington and the. Ethiopia 
have been granted permission to go to 
their docks. 

Dr. Jenkins said this evening that 
there were no new developments today, 
and he regards the cholera as to all 
intents.and purposes well undercontrol, 
At midnight the captain of the brig 
Morning Light, just arrived from Bar- 
badoes, reports threesteamers anchored 
at the lower quarantine. One must

Race War in Arkansas. 
{San Francisco Chronicle.] 

So close upon the heels of the Demo- 
cratic jubilation over their victory in 
Arkansas as to be tremendously signifi- 
cant comes the news of what a dispateh 
from Little Rock calls a. race war in 
Calhoun county. ‘The negroes, it seems, 
are dissatisfied with the..new election 
law and threaten, so says the dispatch, 
to annihilate the whites, but in the 
first melee that occurred four negroes 
were killed and one white man wounded, 
though the negroes largely outnumber 
the whites in Calhoun county... 

Another dispatch says that nine ne- 
groes were killed and two. white men, 
and a third telegram says that near 
Rayford there were. three negroes 
killed and several wounded, while the 
whites'seem to have escaped unhurt. 
The posse that fought the belligerent 
blacks at Rayford numbered fifty men 
from all parts of the county under the 
command of deputy sheriffs. 

Race conflictsin the South always 
seem to partake of the same general 
character. The negroes are repre- 
sented as raiding around through the 
country, but we never hear of their 
doing any harm, uniessit be. to alarm 
timid people, when all at once they are 
set upon by whites and a conflict ensues. 
the only men killed or wounded, as a 
rule, being negroes, no matter what 
may ve their numerical superiority in 
the community. 

When we read the Democratic shouts 
of jov over their plurality of 60,000 in 
Arkansas, and at the same time are told 
ofara.. war caused by negroes who 
are dissatisfied with the new election 
law. we cannot help putting the two 
things together and: believing that if 
the Democratic plurality had not been 
counted on so magnificent ‘a’ scale-the 
negroes woyld have been better satis- 
fied with the election law. They found 
themselves counted out, dared to ex- 
press their dissatisfaction in Calhoun 
county and were set upon by a white 
mob under the command of deputy 
sheriffs and several of them killed and 
wounded, and that is what the Demo- 
cratic party calls a race war in Arkan- 


sas.

Regular Meeting of the Board 
Last Evening. 


Statement.by the Health Officer Re-. 
gacding Artificial Ice. 


Choiera Bulletin Prepared by Dr. 
Davison Adopted as Official. 


Causes of the Disease Set Forth and Pre- 
ventive Measures Suggested—Good 
Advice from a Sanitary 


Standpoint, 


The Board of Health met in the 
Mayor's office last night with Dr. Kurtz 


in the chair and Clerk Ropinson 
present. 


A, petition to the Council from the of- 
ficials inthe old City Hall, including 
the police justices and the Chief of Pvo- 
lice, asking that the sanitary condition 
of the city prison and the offices occa- 
pied by the police department and the 
justice’s courts be looked into by the 
proper officials was read. 

On motion the Council was asked to 
abate the nuisance. 

Health Officer MacGowan informed 
the board that he was doing all in his 
power to putthe city in proper sani- 
tary condition. Under his suggestion 
the postmaster is now disinfecting all 
foreign mails and mails from New 
York cjty. 

The Health officer stated in relation 
to the Colter Ice Company’s ice that 
the ice is not manufactured from zanja 
water, as was stated to the Health 
Officer by an emplove at the time he in- 
vestigated the matter. The company 
did use zanja water but that was more 
than two years ago. 

The Health Officer stated that it had 
been reported that he and a member of 
the board have ‘‘stood in’’ with some of 
the ice companies in complaining about 
the water used for making ice, for the 
purpose of downing other companies, 
and that it wzs done for a con- 
Slderation. 

Dr. MacGowan then asked each of 
the representatives of the several ice 
companies present if any one connected 
with the Health Office or the board had 
ever done anything to indicate that 
such a deal was on. 

Davison stated that he was 
firmly convinced that all artificial ice 
should be manufactured from distilled 
water while there is danger of cholera 
in this city, for it is a well-known fact 
that cold does not destroy the cholera 
germ, while boiling will kill it. 

W. L. Packard of the Citizens’ Ice 
Company stated that all of his ice is 
manufactured from distilled water, and 
that this water is taken from the City 
Water Company, and the well water is 
only used frr cooling the pipes. 

Dr. Davison stated that cholera had 
made its appearance in New York city, 
Brooklyn and other places in the United 
States, and there are rumors from 
various points which cause him to be- 
lieve that there will be an epidemic in 
the United States. For these reasons 
he believes the board should issue a bul- 
letin instructing the people in the mat- 
ter. He then read a statement that he 
had prepared. 

The paper was then adopted by the 
board as bulletin No. 1 and read as fol- 
lows: 


OFFICIAL BULLETIN NO. 1. 

In consideration of the possible spread 
of Asiatic cholera in the United States, as 
a precautionary and educational measure 
the undersigned Board of Health of the 
city of Los Angeles adopts and promulgates 
the following official bulletin: 

1. Asiatic choleraisa specific, infectu- 
ous disease caused by a germ, the comma 
bacillus of Koch, discovered in 1884. 

Cholera always originates in India, 
where itis epidemic and indiginous, and 
where it has prevailed asa fatal epidemic 
for centuries. 

3. Cholera is not communicated directly 
from one to another, and is not more con- 
tagious than typhoid fever. 

4. The germs, or connua bacilli, are 
found in the alimentary track and stools 
during the whole course of the disease. 

5. Cholera dejections coming in contact 
with clothing, bedding, furniture, books, 
etc., become incorporated in the meshes of 
such fabrics and dry, and, thus desiccated, 
will retain the power of infection almost 
indefinitely, and may be transported any 
distance and convey the disease anywhere. 

6. Cholera is generally propagated 
by contaminated water used for drinking, 
cooking and washing, and by eating in- 
fected food, as fruits and vegetables, 
not previously sterilized by boiling or cook- 
ing. 

7. Eating decayed or stale fruits, vege- 
tables and meats does not produce cholera 
without the presence of cholera germs, but 
when present these are potent agencies of 
its spread. 

8. Filth about the premises does not 
originate cholera, but when germs are 
present filth and all kinds of dirt are fer- 
tile soil for the spread of the infection, - 

9. The disease, like smallpox, does not 
travel in the air, but is developed only in 
the lines of travel. 

10 It prevails on shipboard, along the 
water-courses, on railroads, canals and all 
manner ot thoroughfares; andit has been 
more prevalent in low altitudes and in sea- 
port towns, rather than in high altitudes 
and in the interior. 

11. A high temperature favors the 
velopement of the disease and cold weather 
inhibits the bacillus and usually arrests the 
epidemic, but frost does not destroy the 
germs of cholera asit does the germs of 
yellow fever. 


12. Cholera flourishes during the 
period after the rains, and the 
most fatal visitation of cholera in 


California, on the Sacramento and at San 
Francisco, was in winter in 1849-50. It is, 
tberefore, a mistake to think it can not find 
a foothold here in winter. It has prevailed 
in midwinter in the cold countries of Rus. 
sia and Norway. 

13. It is always more fatal among the 
weak, ill.fed, intemperate and filthy. Less 
so among the temperate, cleanly, healthy 
and well-fed who are not overpowered by 
fear. 

14 Theperiod of incubation is from two 

to five or six days after infection. 
15. The disease has three stages, viz.; 
First, the premonitory diarrhe@a; second, 
the stage of collapse, and, third, the stage 
of reaction, when recovery takes place.

32. Disinfect all discharges from pa- 
tients before removing them from the 
room with bichloride of mercury and boil- 
ing water. Care inthis respect will pre- 
vent the spread of the poisonous germs and 
prevent infecting water supplies, etc. 

33. Disinfect all clothing, soiled linen, 
furniture, etc., with strong carbolic acid 
and boiling water before removing them 
from the sick room. 

34. Physicians, sanitarians and nurses, 
and all those informed as to the essential 
hygienic conditions, who observe the above 
regulations, rarely succumb to the disease. 

35. Fumigate with chlorine gas, burn- 
ing sulphur with moisture, and steam. 

To recapitulate, the essense of prevention 
and treatment is to be clean.

A Flat Repudiation. 

The hardest blow which the Demo- 

cratic free traders have had since the 
reports of Labor Commissioner Peck 
and Bank Superintendent Preston of 
New York were scored up against them 
is the honest and unbiased utterance of 
George Ticknor Curtis. Mr. Curtis is 
today the most eminent living Demo- 
cratic authority on constitutional law. 
His opinions have been quoted for many 
years by the Democratic press, and 
they cannot now cry him down or im- 
peach his ability or integrity, as they 
are trving to do with Commissioner 
Peck, Mr. Curtis has publicly an- 
nounced that he will not sanction, even 
by silence, the outrageous dogma that 
protection to American industry is un- 
constitutional.

If 
the leaders of a political party assem- 
sembled in national convention for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for 
the Presidency and Vice-Presidency 
choose to stultify themselves by falsi- 
fying history, they cannot expect to be 
followed by others who have any habits 
of independent thought and action."’, 

This last disaster is one of the worst 
that has yet befallen the Democratic 
politicians.

The Crisis Past, 

The New York Press thinks that, in 
view of the fact that between Septem- 
ber 6 and 16 Asiatic cholera was pres- 
ent in that city without the public 
being aware of the fact, and that it 
caused only five deaths in that time, 
should be sufficient to allay any appre: 
hevsion of a serious spread of the dis- 
ease. _Even in places where cholera has 
been raging it is on the decline. In 
Hamburg the highest death rate was 
reached on the 83lst of August, the last 
day of the hottest month inthe year, 
and from that day to the present there 
has been a steady improvement. In 
other cities of Europe, far more ex- 
posed than New York, the cholera has 
been successfully combatted, and has 
claimed fewer victims than almost any 
fatal disorder in the records of mortal- 
ity. There is practicatly no. danger 
from cholera this autumn if proper per- 
sonal and official precautions are 
adopted. 

The record of the quarantined ships 
inthe lower New York bay has not 
been bad by any means. Pent up in 
close quarters as they have been, and 


many safeguards which they might 
have adopted on shore, the cabin pas- 
sengers onthe infected squadron have 


a single fatality. The cases have been 
almost altogether amoung the unclean 
and underfed immigrants inthe steer- 
age. The immunity of the cabin pas- 
sengers on the Normannia is a striking 
illustration of the mannerin which well 
nourished people who take good care of 
themselves physically can @efy the 
Asiatic pestilence even when they are 
in comparatively close contact with it. 

If the conditions for the spread of the 
disease were present in America we 
would certainly have heard from it to 
a much greater extent by this time. 
We probably have not,much to fear from 
it this fall or winter. But a sharp look- 
out should be kept against its reappear- 
ance nextsummer. The greatest dan- 
ger to Southern California, as we have 
hitherto pointed out, is in the in- 
troduction of the disease through 
Mexico. Not only are the - people 
of that country notoriously slack in 
quarantine safeguards, but their funeral 
customs make no allowance for the 
spread of contagion. All the friends 
and relatives will assemble just as 


readily to attend the obsequies of a per- 
son who has died of smallpox or. chol- 
era as they would to bury the victim of 
consumption, Added to this danger is 
the tact that the mild climate and lack

Since last writing the politigal situation 
has remained in a strained abd critical 
condition. Upto late on the night ‘of 
the 12th ‘inst. néthing had ‘occurred;

E. C. Macfarlane; a mémber of the Leg- 
islature, to hep cabinet. Mr. 
Macfarlane wilt remeinbered as the 
man who made the uncalled for personal 
attack on Hon. John L. Stevens, Amer- 
ican Minister to Honolula, early in the 
present session.. On the morning. of 
the 13th, when the Legislature met, the 
secretary read a message from the 
Queen stating that she-had been pleased 
to commission as her cabinet. the Hon. 
E: C; Macfarlane, Minister of Finance; 
Hon. Samuel Parker, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs; Charles T. Gulick, Esq., 
Minister of the Interior, and Hon. Paul 
Neumann, Attorney-General. It wasa 
genuine surprise to the Legislature, and 
it was at once seén that Macfarlane 
had gone over to the Queen’s party, 
as he had formed the Cabinet 
without consulting the majority of the 
Legislature, who had demanded that 
the Queen should call ona representa- 
tive man representing that body. Jt was 
soon further known that MacFarlane 
had gone into the Queen's scheme for 
defying the Legislature to the bitter 
end, without even consulting with the 
half a dozen members of the political 
clique which he had hitherto led on the 
floor of the house. ‘Add to this the fact 
that the new Cabinet contains the two 
men, viz.. Messrs. Parker and Neu- 
mann, whose presefce in the late Cabi-

County Clerk Gassoway Convicted of 
Malfeasance in Office. 


Hé Will He Removed on Monday Next— 
Inquiry into the Matter of the Col- 
; lection of Delinquent Taxes— 
News Notes. 


The case of C. E. Heath, secretary of the 
Taxpayer's Union, vs. Willlan Gassaway, 
County Clerk, wasconcluded before Judge 
Pierce Thursday morning. The decision of 
the Court is that counts one and two were 
barred by the first trial, the People vs. 
Gassaway; that the fifth count, hiring an 
unnecessary number of deputies that he 
might receive a per centage of their salar- 
ies, was not proven, but that the third and 
fourth counts, failure to properly perform 
the duties of the office to which he had 
been elected, had been proven. And for 
this the Court would, on Monday next, enter 
a judgment of guilty and order the defend- 
ant’s removal trom the office of County 
Clerk. ~The Court in its decision 
affirmed that Mr. Gassaway had been un- 
fortunate in accepting the advice of his 
predecessor in office, and of the Clerk of 
Los Angeles county. He was also the vic- 
tim of a political system that countenanced 
the extending of public patronage for 
litical services. The statute provides that 
a fine of $500 shall be collected and paid to 
the prosecutor in such cases. 


DELINQUENT TAXES, 


In reply toan iuquiry of the Board of 


Supervisors, District Attorney Jones says: 
‘Regarding the $54,000. taxes due San 
Diego county by the Southern Pacitic Rail- 
way, the case is pending in Judge Pierce's 
court, but no recent action has been taken 
because of instructions from the Attorney- 
General saying that negotiations for acom- 
promise were pending between the State 
andthe company. The suit against the 
Coronado Beach Company for unpaid taxes 
for 1888-89 will come up before Judge 
Torrence on October 3.’’

Papers in an Important Suit Filed 
‘With the County Clerk. 


Jean Leonis Anxious to Get His Share of 
His Deceased Brother's Estate—Suit 
to Annual a Marriage—Gen- 
eral Court Notes.

Jean Leonis was one of the legatees 
under his brother’s will for a large 
amount of property. The will was of- 
fered for probate in October following 
Miguel's death, and it has been sup- 
posed that everything was pro- 
gressing favorably. Jean now comes 
forward and alleges that on the 
28th of Octover, 1891, he conveyed 
to “page Amestoy for $5 all his 
rights and interests in his brother's es- 
tate, it being understood that the same 
was only in trust, he being ignorant o 
the English language, and the transfer 
was made to Mr. Anestoy to protect his 
interest. Mr. Amestoy has since died, 
and his executors having made no move- 
ment to reconvey.to him his property, 
under the agreement with said Ames- 
toy, Leonis brings suit to have the prop- 
erty transferred to him and that he be 
declared an equitable owner in the 
same. 
As the amount of property in dispute 
is large, itis more than probable that 
along and expensive lawsuit has been 
inaugurated.
